be new to your readers, or shall I nimply he 
ecrving up a di«h of crambe repitita by retailing 
it? 
1 cannot tell; but this much I do know, 


that while the news of the Head-Centre's escape 
is noi yet generally known In this city, there are 
not fifty men in Ireland able to BUpply the par- 
ticular*. ItwMouly>on this evening that tlic 
i.mplc fact of bis departure was permitted to be 
broiled about, and op to the present Initnht, not 
a Hue of information on the subject, save ah Inti- 
mation that some false rumors were being circu- 
lated m reference to.it, haa appeared in any 
newspaper.

West Hickory Territory. 


Conerrnmg the production of West Hickory 


Creek, we have the following from the Tidioutc 
C/trotticlc : 


The Bull and Kennedy wells were both struck 


on tbe 8th tilt. The Ball Is now yielding about 
40 barrels. Its production consists of a mixed 
oil evidently from two distinct and separate 
veins. Its gravity has not yet been tested. The 
Kennedy well is yielding a good lubricating oil 
of 28 degrees, at the rate of nearly 40 barrels 
daily. At Its tlr&t flow thu yield is «ald to have 
been over 50 barrels. On February 8th, No. 53 
struck oil and is producing about 45 Barrels dally 
of 40 degrees specific gravity. It It situated on 
McArthur run, which enters West Hickory 
within the compass of Manross farm. On the 
23d December the Nell well commenced produc- 
ing. It is not now doing much. The gravity of 
the oil in 28 dcgreen. The Cook, King, Manrose, 
Miner and several other wells arc now goiuR 
down, and there arc bcsidcti, about ten new rigs 
up ready to commence operations. 


Bonuses upon leonen range from 9500 to 91,000, 


according to locality. The average depth bored 
is 400 Icet, but In no instance of which we are 
aware has oil been got below WOO feet.
